je< ted them. 
However, on Nov. 25 a meeting was 
arranged between General Faroff of 
the Bulgarians and Nazim I’asha, the 
Turkish commander in chief and min­ 
ister of war.

peace negotiations tieing resumed three 
days later at Tchntnlja.

Dee. 3, a protocol was signed for an 
armistice which was to last until tho 
end of tin' peace parley. 
Late in Noveiulier Sir Edward Grey, 
on behalf of England, proposed that 
representatives of the powers be au­ 
thorized to confer on the Balkan l itua-1 
Hon at some European capital.

The war between the United States 
and Spain had been in progress for 
about three months when on July 20, 
I,S'*s Spain made overtures for peace 
through tile French am bassador at 
Washington, M. Ca rn bon. Ile was ail- 
thor!zed to aet as minister plonliw- 
lenti iry for Spain during the negotia­ 
tions. 
The peace protocol and prelim­ 
inary arrangem ents were concluded 
on Aug. 12, or seventeen days after the 
first overtured were made. 
It was provided that the final treaty 
should lie made by a commission moot­ 
ing in Paris not later than Got. I. Aft­ 
er prolonged discussions and threaten­ 
ed failure time and again the peace 
treaty was signed on De**. IO. 
It was 
ratified by the United States senate 
on Fell. ii, 1890, and signed by the 
(pa a regent of Spain on March IT. 
Final ratifications were ex* hanged 
on April ll, and diplomatic relations 
v c re shortly afterw ard resumed.
